I 
mynst qualify that, because ‘sub- 
marines were-unfortunately ex- 
cepted: but as regards battleships, 
cruisers, and aeroplane carriet, 
these restrictions must have a 

very great and beneficial. effect

Peking Univenity President's 
~» Boreeast. . 


The road to the peaca of the 
world lies through China, said 
Dr, J. Leighton Stuart, president 
of Peking University, speaking to 
the Members’ Counoil of the 
Philadelphia Chamber of Com- 
merce, Dr. Stuart, who comes of 
avold Virginis family, gave an 
excellent Picsure of present ton- 
ditions in the Orient and spoke in 
an optimistic fashion of the fu- 
bare. expressing his belief thet 
the Chizese would work out thair 
salvation if unmolested by other 
nations, 

In that cannection he praised 
the United Srates, which is lboked 
upon as the bearer of bigh idaals 
in international affairs, aud, haz- 
arding a prediction, he said that 
someday the United States and 
the Chines» Republic would ba the 
two great nations of the earth. 

. One note of warning he sounded: 

It there is anothar war it will 
arise because of China and be 
more horrible than the recent 
one.” Dr Stuart said. . 

But that direful happening is 
notlikaly. he suggested, because 
Western cations are coming to « 
better understanding of Chica 
and matters Chinese. 


JAPANESE FIGHT WITH SILVER. 


The Japanese are responsible 
to some exten: for the disturb- 
ances now goingon, he continued, 
forthe men of Nippon believe it 
is more kindly to ase silver than 
lead in dealing with the Chinese. 

"Nor is it surprising that 
Japan shonld carry on apolicy of 
interference to keep the country 
ina state of disorder. They have 
bribed public servants to the ex- 
tent of millions of dollars. The 
most serious feature of this 
tendency has been tha develop- 
meat.of a graat group of military 
chiefs, who are lite more then’ 
powerful brigands, each with his 
group of hired mercenaries. They 
use these troops to intimidate 
politicians and to control the 
Government. 

“Bot it is of no great 
signifcance which chief win¥ ia 
The spread 
of public opinion, a very powerfol 
and almost religious factor in 
China is gradually crystallizing 
through that great country, so 


that within a» reasonably short, 


time we cam expect to see the 
mass of people take matters into 


‘their own bands and put the 


country oo a sound footing.” 
NO NORTH, NO SOUTH IN CHINA, 

One of the cherished common 
beliefs that there is a North 
China and a South Chins Dr. 
Stuart dispatied by declaring that 
phers was no real division 
between bhe sections; that the 
arose because “some 
politicisas lived in North Chins 
end other politicians livad in 
South China.”’ . 

Still speaking'on the political 
features of Chins, Dr. Stuart 
asserted that the most discourag- 
ing thing in China to-day is tha 
outlook of Dr. San Yat-sen, 
former President, who, although 
s patriot with highest aspirations 
for his couatry’s goad, yat is a 
theorisband opportunist who is 
doing considerable barm. 

De, Stuart dwelt also upon 
some of the industria! featores of 
present-day China and told the 
business meno that “commarcial 
opportunities are~ simply 
immense.” He said the possi- 
bilities ara boundless whea one 
considers that in the province, io 
which Shanghai islocated, there 
is enough coal to last the world 
5,090 years at the present rate of 
cocsumption. : 

The Chinese, too, have come to’ 
use ledther rather than cloth 
shoes, and there isx demande for 
electrical appliances, motor

‘In letters to President Harding 
end Congress, accompanied by 
evidences in tho form of the wine 
liste of the Americano liner, 
George Washington, and other 
CGovernment-owned yessela, 
Adolphus Busch, ILI. vice-pres- 
ident of Anheuser-Busch, Inc., 
stigmatized the Govorumant, 
through ita Shipping Board. as 
“tha world’s greatest bootlegger,” 
and accused the Government of 
“unparalleled brpocrisy" ia 
violating its own law “to make 
money.” . 

The Susch attack, referred by 
the President to the Shipping 
Board, brought stataments from 
C. urman Lasker, his legal 
counsel. Roy A. Haynes, Pro- 
hibition Commissioner, the De- 
partment of Justice and Wayne 
B. Wheeler, of the Anti-Saloon 
League. showing wide differ- 
mces of opinion on the subject. 
LASKER “STANDS FIRM" ON

Tt was acknowledged in all 
quarters that precipitationof the

_ The Far East cables say ‘that 
Dr. Wo Ting-fang is dead, years, 
many, wany years short of the 
125 he had predicted as his life 
span. He is gathered to his 
ancestora; but in his foutscore 
years he saw the world change 
and unchanging China and the 
unchasging East change with it. 

He was the first to impress 
upon Americans that Chios was 
s° nation and not a queer, 
picturetque Grientalifable. To the 
West hecame ass representative 
of the real China and the genuine 
Chinese culture that was old 
when our Anglo-Saxon ancestors 

‘wera playing about the North 

_ See sand dunes, attired mainly 
in « tattoo of woad-blue. 

Dr, Wu made it clear in the 
earlier days of his diplomatic 
carzer in Waszington that the 

_ Flowery Kingdom was as keen in 
its mative and polished in- 
telligence as it was old in its 
culture, He came to America as 
the Chinese Minister in 18967aqd 
for six years he battled, amused 
and even troubled that capital by 
his keen and confusing skill in 
yepartee. He was the “Youth of 
China,” its new and westward- 
looking youth when he came out 
in 1874, eager, questing, compat: 
jog and questioning. 

“Be died as. “the Grand Old 
Man of China,” with the rosr of 
the guns of another Chinese 
revolution io hisesrs. Dr. Wu was 
sm republican and long ago -roke 
with the old order. His was the 
first great appeal. to the world 
that the Chinese republic be rec- 
ognized afterthe Maocku dynas- 
ty fled and the old Empres* had 
gone, That republic is still a 
vague and uncertain thing.

Bevan’ s. Devices, 


~ The Vienna police lext. month 
notified the British Legation that 
they had arrested Mr. Gerard Leo 
Bevan. The Hon, Aretas Akers- 
Douglas, tha British Minister, 
immediately.made a formal de- 
mand upon the Austrian Foreign 
Office for his extradition. 

Mr. Bevan was only taken 
aft s desperate stroggle with 

wopowertnl detectives, lasting 
fully half an hour. He stoutly 
donied hig identity, at first, bat 
soon made a full confession. 

When the detectives attempred 
to use force Bevar, who is a tall, 
powerful men, offered the most 
violent rasistance, aod knocked 
down both detectives repeatedly. 
The Vienna polica are accustomed’ 
to wrestling, but are no boxers, 
and they wera quite unable tocope 
with Bevan’s style of fighting. 
They had to summon sssistance 
before he could: be overpowered. 

When finally arrested, Baran 
suddenly took out a smatt bottle 
from bis pocket and iwallowed 
the contents, which he declared 
to be only s sedative. The police, 
however, snspected poison, an: 
consequently burried bim to a 
detention hospital, where the 
doctors pumped out his stomach. 

MADNESS SIMULATED. 

Bevan nex: simulated insanity, 
aod was keotin bospital for two 
days. When he became quieter 
he was removed to the Crnninal 
Court building. He then canfess- 
ed to Herr Wybora, the Police 
Commis ioner, that he was 
Gerard Bevan. who fled from 
‘London on January 22. He said] 
he knew 4 warrant wes ont for 
his arrest. 

The Vienna police had po 
knowledge of the precise nature 
of the charges against Bevan, but 
they understood from the coufes- 
sion that whilst admitting tbat he 
was guilty of falsification of ac- 
counts he bad hed no material 
. advantage therefrom. 

‘He said he got bis French 
passport ia London bat refused to 
say from whom. Healsogave no 
information as to where he bad 
been during the time he left Lon- 
don and coming to Austria. The 
police have found saveral clumsy 
falsifications in the passport with 
Tegard to age sand‘other general 
descriptions of the holder. 

Bevan’s apearance hss entirely 
altered, and he bears only a slight 
resemblance to the description 
furnished by the British police. 
Instead of being clean sbeven, he 
bas now grown « full beard and 
dyed bis hair black. Bis trunk 
was found to contain several 
bottles of French hair dyes. 

He had 6000 French fancs, 
(£120) and 100,000 Austrian 
crowns (about £2 at present rate 
of exchange! The police say
